Examiners must complete a two-sheet carbon interleaf Interview Summary Form for each interview held after January 1 , 1978 where a matter of substance has 
been discussed during the interview by checking the appropriate boxes and filling in the blanks in neat handwritten iorm using | P^^^^^^^ 
only procedural matters, directed solely to restriction requirements for which interview recordation is ofhenwise provided for in Section 812.01 of tl^e Manual of Patent 
ExarSining Procedure, pointing out typographical errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, or resulting in an examiner s amendment that fully sets forth 
the agreement are excluded from the interview recordation procedures below. 

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the fight hand portion of the file, and listed on the "Contents" list on tfie file 
wrapper In a personal interview, the duplicate copy of the Form is removed and given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the interview. In the 
case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address either with or prior to the next official communication. 

The Form provides for recordation of the following infonmation:

-Name of examiner 
-Date of interview 

-Type of interview (personal or telephonic)
